Selectmen’s Report. 


In our report of last year we stated: To protect the best 
interest of the town, we were compelled to bring a petition in 
the Superior Court to force the M. A. & W. Street Railway to 
comply with the conditions of the franchise. ‘Some of those con- 
ditions have been complied with, there are two or three now which 
there is a contention over, the principal one is the North Belling- 
ham grade crossing. As a result of several very narrow escapes 
from accidents at the Centre street crossing of the tracks of the 
N.Y. N. H. & H. Railroad, the Selectmen requested said com- 
pany to protect this dangerous crossing by an alarm bell. Supt. 
Woodward, after an investigation, readily granted our request, 
and had the bell immediately placed in position. The Selectmen 
were well pleased to find Supt. Woodward was ready to meet the 
wishes of the town and give the travelling public this additional 
protection. 

The repairing of South Main street is being done under the 
direction of the State Highway Commissioner and is not finished. 
The town of Hanson used the crusher after we were to have the 
machine, therefore we were too late to complete our contract be- 
fore the ground froze. This is the first piece of highway the 
Commissioner has attempted to build from a gravel bank. Our 
gravel bank proved less stone and more sand than expected, 
which has caused the increase of expenses. We have consulted 
other towns who have built similar roads and find our expenses 
no larger, and in some cases less per rod of road built. There 
has been enough of the road finished so the public can test its 
utility. It is the understanding with the Commissioner that we 
will have another appropriation this spring. 

We have perambulated the town lines between Medway and 
Bellingham and found the monuments in good condition. We 
have been to considerable expense in preserving our old records. 
We employed the Emery Preserving Co. to do the work, and we 
would ask the voters of the town to examine the volumes and see 
the fine condition we have the books in.

Board of PRealth. 


The Board of Health had to contend with a number of 
diphtheria cases the past year. Anti-Toxine has been used in 
all the cases by the physicians in attendance, the State fur- 
nished it free to the towns. The first cases, also cases at the 
time of President McKinley’s death, we bought. Cards were 
posted on the houses notifying all persons of the nature of the 
disease within. We caused all buildings to be thoroughly fumi- 
gated, whenever the patient had recovered. The small pox being 
so Close to us last summer and winter we thought it advisable to 
consult with the School Committee in regard to vaccination of 
the school children. We issued notices requesting all persons to 
be vaccinated and to the schools that we would furnish it free to 
those who wished. We procured as good vaccine as there was 
and we consider it has been done, but too late for the expense to 
come into this report. Wehad 12 diphtheria, 2 scarlet fever and 
2 typhoid fever cases the past year.

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Report of Building Committee. 


The committee selected by the town to move, alter and en- 
large the school houses at North Bellingham and Bellingham Cen- 
tre met and organized by choice of Horace A. Brown as chairman 
and Warren E. Fairbanks as secretary. The site for the new 
location of the North Bellingham school house was purchased of 
Mr. Daniel Dee; it has a frontage of about 140 feet on Hartford 
avenue and a depth of about 653 feet to the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
. railroad, land comprising about two acres and seven square rods. 

The committee selected Mr. Robert Allen Cook of Milford as 
architect. The committee advertised for bids and accepted the 
bids of Sidney Nason for the moving, Cenedella Bros. for the 
foundation work and cellars, Otis Whitney & Son for the build- 
ing and the Bay State Heating Co. for the heating apparatus. 

The committee were subjected to much adverse criticism im- 
mediately after the batten boards were placed in position, espec- 
ially at the North Bellingham building. The criticism alleged 
that these lines were too high, but since the buildings were com- 
pleted the criticism has wholly disappeared. Myr. L. F. Thayer, 
town treasurer, with the assistance of Mr. H. A. Brown, suc- 
ceeded in placing the town notes at a very favorable rate of 
interest, viz., 34%, payable semi-annually, and also received a 
premium of $225.70. We have heard that these notes have been 
purchased by the state for sinking fund purposes. 

Inspection by the state inspectors was made January 7, 
1902, and is as follows: ‘‘I consider the money expended on 
these two buildings has been judiciously used and the Town of 
Bellingham has now two modern and up-to-date school build- 
ings, well heated, ventilated and lighted.

Report of Cree Garden. 


The acts of 1899 (May 4) say each town shall annually 
choose a tree warden, to serve one year | The office of. tree. war- 
den is aresponsible one. If in any dispute, the tree warden’s 
order is final. In Section 2it says: ‘‘All shade trees within ee 
limits of any public way shall be deemed public shade trees.’ 
Section 5, ‘* Whoever places any kind of advertisement or notice 
on a public shade tree without a written permit of the ae warden 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars.’ If you 
have traveled over our public ways the past year you have seen 
quite a number of large trees cut down, and have been. without 
the permit of the tree warden. In my mind, I think it a ques- 
tion who owns or controls the cutting or trimming of the trees 
in the public way in front of my house or yours. In a near-by 
town within six weeks there have been fifty large, fine trees cut 
down for the benefit of a telephone and telegraph company. A 
tree warden can do much good in trimming trees, and per haps if 
he had the hundred dollars the highway commission ask for to. 
cut bushes, he might make as good a showing as they have in the 
past four or five years. 

The state furnishes a nail with the letter M stamped o on the 
head, and a light-colored metal washer, so it can be plainly seen 
when the nailis driven into the tree. I have spiked about sixty 
trees this season. The principal expense has been at South Bel- 
lingham, in trimming trees when the school house was moved ; 
and it was no desirable job, as all were well poisoned by ivy.

Report of Overseers of Poor. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE Town OF BELLINGHAM: 


The Overseers of the Poor present the following report for 
the year ending February 1, 1902: 

The Overseers met at the Town Office March 9, and chose 
Otto L. Bullard Chairman and Secretary for the following year. 

The town farm and almshouse have been in charge of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. B. Whiting since April 1. 

The present number of inmates is six. ‘There have been 
expended in repairs of buildings $211.41, principally on the 
building used as horse-barn and woodhouse. This expense was 
charged to repairs of town buildings. We estimate that about 
the same sum will be needed for repairs next year. 

Some minor repairs have been made by the Superintendent 
at the expense of this department. 

We have one patient in Worcester Insane Hospital and one 
in Medfield Insane Asylum. 

Two families have received partial support.

Librarian’s Report. 


As librarian of the Bellingham Public Library, I take great 
pleasure in presenting my seventh annual report, although it may 
not differ materially from former years. 

The purchasing committee have endeavored each year to 
cater to the wants and tastes of the patrons of the library, as far 
as the very limited means at their command would permit, and 
this year has been no exception to the usual attempt. | 

In July the librarian received, as she did last year, a set of 
pictures from the Woman’s Educational Association of Boston, 
consisting of birds and wild animals, on mounted cards, each 
having some descriptive text, which she took pleasure in exhibit- 
ing to the patrons during the few weeks they were here, and on the 
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evening of Aug. 4 there was a public exhibition in the town hallin 
connection with a social held under the auspices of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, thinking to secure a larger company 
to enjoy and receive the benefit of the pictures, which proved a 
very pleasant and interesting evening. Surely the Woman’s Ed- 
ucational Association is doing excellent work in sending to the 
smaller country towns traveling libraries of books as well as pict- 
ures, when they are desired. In behalf of the trustees I would 
like to extend thanks to all who have so kindly donated books, 
and also expressed their interest in the success of the library dur- 
ing the year. 

In December the Free Public Library Commission of Boston 
donated forty books of different classes to our library. We have 
had McClure’s Magazine for the year 1901, which contains the 
story of ‘‘Kim,” by Rudyard Kippling, bound and placed on the 
shelves; also a year of Pearson’s Magazines bound, besides 
copies of different magazines that are left continually. A copy 
of ‘*Public Opinion” and ‘‘The Saturday Evening Post’ will be 
left at the library each week by Mrs. G. E. O’Connor, for the 
benefit of the public. 

The library contains about 1,269 volumes; it has been open 
for the distribution of books as usual every Saturday afternoon 
from 3:00 to 5:30 o’clock, and from 7:00 to 8:00 o’clock in the 
evening; also on Tuesday evening from 7:00 to 8:00, with the 
exception of two weeks in January, when the library has been 
closed for the inspection and repairing of .books. 

The circulation has been somewhat larger than last year, not- 
withstanding that for about half the year they have not been 
placed at the north part of the town. We are pleased, however, 

.to announce that now they will be found at the home of Mrs. 
George Tingley. 

There have been 148 patrons during the year. ‘The delivery 
by division has been: Biography, 30; fiction, 2,000; history, 
61; miscellaneous, 54; poetry, 30; science, 21; travel 54; 
making a sum total of 2,450. 

The library is frequently used for reference.

Report of School Committee. 


The School Committee respectfully submit the following re- 
port: 

The Committee organized with Henry W. Pickering, Chair- 
man, and Horace A. Brown, Secretary. The joint committee, 
representing the three towns of Mendon, Hopedale, and Belling- 
ham, met at Hopedale in April and elected Mr. Elmer E. Sher- 
man, Superintendent for another year. 

There has been one change on this committee during the 
year. Mr. Harry D. Nickerson tendered his resignation and at 
a joint meeting of the Selectmen and School Committee held 
September 3, 1901, Mr. James O. Richardson was chosen to fill 
the vacancy. 

The new school houses have proved to be well adapted for 
use, but the grounds at each place should be graded more than 
at present; there is plenty of loam at each place. 

The heating apparatus at South Bellingham does not work 
properly and should be changed to obtain the proper results. 
The cellar of this building should also be excavated and made 
deeper to ensure good ventilation. 

The report of the Superintendent on the condition and pro- 
gress of the work of the schools should be carefully read by all. 

The Committee regret that they are obliged to ask for an in- 
crease in their appropriation for the coming year, but will try to 
explain some of the reasons: We have been obliged to open 
another school, making an addition to the amount necessary to 
pay the teachers; the janitors’ salaries have been raised quite an 
amount on account of the greater amount of work necessary to 
heat and clean the buildings; transportation has had to be fur- 
nished to the pupils of the Chilson Hill district and the fuel bill 
has increased somewhat.

of the Superintendent of Schools. 


To THE ScHooL CommitrEE oF BELLINGHAM: 

GENTLEMEN :—The eighth annual report of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools is hereby presented. ‘This report covers the school 
year September, 1900, to June, 1901. 

THE WORK OF THE YEAR. 


The table on page 15 gives in detail the facts which, for con- 
‘venience, are here expressed in round numbers.

The per cent. of attendance is the highest ever recorded in 
this town—4 per cent. higher than the state average of last year. 

This gain in the regularity and punctuality of attendance is 
very gratifying. It shows a general and active interest in the 
schools; it means that the children are on hand to receive the 
benefit of the school appropriation; in a word, it is an indication 
of good schools. 

The North Grammar was a little ahead in regularity of at- 
tendance, followed by the South Primary, South Grammar and 
Center Primary, in the order named. In actual number of tardy 
marks the schools ranked in the following order, those having 
the least coming first: 1, South Primary; 2, South Grammar; 
38, North Primary; 4, Massey Primary; 5, Caryville Primary ; 
6, Massey Grammar; 7, Chilson ; 8, North Grammar, 
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The following table offers a comparison with former years :

It may be seen from the above table that there has been a 
steady increase in membership and in attendance of those en- 
rolled. The present enrollment, January, 1902, for home schools 
is 290, high school pupils 18, total 308; a gain in membership 
since 1890 of 109 scholars, and that without including the high 
school scholars, of whom there were none in 1890. 

One change in teachers*has occurred during the year. In 
December, 1900, Miss Alice F. Burnham of the Center. grammar. 
was obliged, through illness, to resign her position. 

The teachers have shown enthusiasm and unfailing industry. 
They have evinced interest not only in the progress of their 
classes as a whole, but in the development of the individual 
child as well. To understand and sympathize with the point of 
view held by each child is a quality of the true teacher, one 
which springs from her personality, and finds its fuller expression 
as she becomes acquainted in the community, and also when op- 
portunity, through fewer daily recitations and smaller classes, en- 
ables her to devote herself to this important side of her pro- 
fessional work. 

In general the work of the schools for the year has been 
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good. ‘The teachers of Woonsocket and Franklin who instruct 
the majority of the upper grade pupils from Bellingham have vol- 
untarily expressed themselves as pleased with the preparation of 
our pupils, frankly admitting that they excel in some essentials 
the scholars trained in their own schools. 


In our lower grades the work in mental arithmetic, spelling 
and reading has been emphasized. Drawing has received atten- 
tion, and as now taught trains the hand and the eye. ‘The judg- 
ment is constantly exercised, and good taste cultivated. Draw- 
ing unites thinking with doing, and is one of the most practical 
branches in the school course. 


The most important event in the school history of Belling- 
ham for many years was the vote of the town in April, 1901, to 
enlarge and otherwise improve the school property at the Center 
and at the North, and the appropriation of thirteen thousand dol- 
lars for the purpose. 


The executive committee appointed for the work has well 
performed its task and has submitted to the town two well con- 
structed and commodious four-room buildings, which are not 
only healthful as to situation, light, heat and ventilation, but 
pleasing in appearance and ornamental to the town. All this has 
been accomplished for a sum small compared with the usual cost 
of such accommodations. Great credit is due to the building 
committee as a whole and to each member individually, and espec- 
ially to the chairman, Mr. Horace A. Brown, for the thought and 
time freely devoted to the success of the enterprise. The archi- 
tect, Mr. Robert Allen Cook, succeeded beyond the expectations 
of the committee, and much praise is due him for so successfully 
adapting the means to the end. 


THE FORWARD LOOK. 


The present school course covers nine years of work which 
if successfully done fits the pupil for entrance toa high school. 
In addition the statute requires the Town to provide for those 
who are qualified and who so desire a high school education. 
This can be done either by maintaining a high school or by pay- 
ing tuition to some other town for high school privileges. A 
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high school must meet the requirements of the State Board of 
Education. ‘These, in brief, are: 

1. Four years of forty weeks each. 

2. Such courses of study as will prepare students for any 
college; technical or normal school in the State. 

3. A suitable building and equipment to carry out the 
above courses. 

4. Competent teachers. 

High schools are expensive. Medway has a small high 
school of some sixty or seventy pupils, with two teachers, 
which costs annually over two thousand dollars to maintain. The 
Blackstone school, about the same size, costs three thousand a 
year. The Franklin school is about three times the size of the 
Medway school and requires a yearly expenditure of over five 
thousand dollars, while the Woonsocket High School, with the 
same number of teachers as Franklin, costs in the neighborhood 
of eight thousand dollars a year. Mendon has a small school 
of twenty-five pupils, with one teacher, which gives only a par- 
tial and inferior course, at a cost of not far from one thousand 
dollars a year. An approved high school would be impossible 
for Bellingham, with the few scholars and the small means at her - 
command. A bill is now before the legislature, which, if it be- 
comes law, will enable the State to pay the tuition bills for towns 
of five hundred families or under. 

It is better for a town to educate its children as far as it can 
within its own borders. I would suggest the following plan: 

That a school be opened next September in the vacant room 
in the Centre building, to consist of ninth and possibly tenth 
year classes, with a course of study that would give a good Eng- 
lish education designed to fit our pupils for the everyday duties 
of the home, business, and good citizeuship, and also prepare 
for some outside high school those whose ability and ambition 
urge them towards a higher education. Another reason for such 
a school is to be found in the large membership at the North’ 
and South schools. There is no room at the South for a ninth 
year class. The primary room at the North containing first and 


second years, now has fifty-one children, the next room between 
thirty and forty and the third room over forty. These three 
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rooms comprise the first seven years, the eighth and night now 
occupying the fourth room. ‘The second year class will have to 
be taken out of the primary room and each room will have to 
have one class passed on to the next room. It can be easily seen 
that the seventh and eighth classes will fully occupy the highest 
or fourth room, and that the ninth class, in another year, will be 
crowded out of the building. It is better at present to use the 
vacant room at the Centre for the highest classes than to build 
additional room at the South or North. 

Here is an outline for a ninth and tenth year course of study 
suited to the needs of a central school:

ENGLISH .20 (Fraction of working time devoted to recita- 
tion)—-Reading, Spelling, Literature, Composition, Gram- 
mar, History of the English Language. 

MATHEMATICS .20—Arithmetic, including Elements of Ap- 
plied Geometry, Elementary Algebra, Elements of Book- 
keeping, Penmanship. 

HISTORY .20—United States History, Elements of Civil Gov- 
ernment. | 

SCIENCE .16——-Physical Geography, Commercial Geography, 
Elements of Physics, Physiology. *(Or Latin). 

DRAWING .12—Instrumental, Freehand, Design. 

MUSIC .08—Vocal. 

GYMNASTICS .04—For vocal and muscular development. 


TENTH YEAR. 


ENGLISH .20—Composition, Literature, Elocution.

lars, to be expended about as follows:

3. Bellingham pupils stand well in outside schools. 

4. The new buildings are a credit to the town. __ 

5. The town is now educating 127 more scholars than in 
1890, giving more weeks in a year and more years in 
the course. 

6. A new school is needed at the Center. | 

a. To reduce tuition bills and educate at home. 
b. To relieve the numbers at the North and South. 

In closing it gives me pleasure to express my appreciation of 
the courtesy and unanimous support of the School Committee, of 
the generous interest and confidence evinced by the citizens and 
of the loyalty which teachers and pupils have shown in the work.

Brief Extracts from Gducational Laws. 


1. Allchildren between 7 and 14, unless sick, feeble-minded, 
at an approved private school, or otherwise instructed in branches 
required by law, to the satisfaction of the School Committee, 
must attend the public schools during the entire time of each 
school year. Penalty to parent or guardian for failure in attend- 
ance for five days’ sessions within any period of six months, $20. 

2. Nochild under 14 shall be employed ‘‘in any factory, 
workshop or mercantile establishment.’’ ‘*No such child shall be 
employed in any work performed for wages or other compensa- 
tion” during the hours when the public school is in session nor 
before six o’clock in the morning or after seven in the evening. 

3. No child under 16 shall be employed in any factory, 
workshop or mercantile establishment without <2 certificate from 
the Superintendent of Schools. He must present an employment 
ticket from the person who wishes to employ him, on applying 
for a certificate. The father, if living and a resident, must sign 
the certificate of age; if not, the mother; if neither, the guard- 
ian. 

4. Children between 14 and 16 must either attend school or 
be regularly employed. 

5. Children must be vaccinated before attending school, 
but a certificate from a regular physician, saying a child is an unfit 
subject for vaccination, allows attendance. 

No child can attend school from a household in which there 
is a case of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles, or 
from a household exposed to a contagion from a household as 
aforesaid. Two weeks after.the death, removal or recovery of 
the patient in a case of the first three mentioned, or three days 
after in a case of measles, the child may return on presentation of 
a certificate from the attending physician or from the board of 
health. 

6. ‘*The last regular session prior to Memorial Day, ora 
portion thereof, shall be devoted to exercises of a patriot nature.” 

7. A United States flag not less than four feet in length 
shall be displayed on the school] house grounds or building every 
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school day, when the weather will permit, and on the inside of the 
school house on other school days. 

8. A written excuse stating cause of absence, and signed 
by parent or guardian, must be presented by the pupil on his re- — 
turn to school. 

9. Every habitual school offender, that is, every child under 
fourteen years of age, who persistently violates the reasonable 
regulations of the school which be attends, or otherwise persist- 
ently misbehaves therein, so as to render himself a fit subject for 
exclusion therefrom, upon complaint by a truant officer, and con- 
viction thereof, may be committed, if a boy, at the discretion of 
the court, to a county truant school for a period not exceeding 
two years, or to the Lyman school for boys; and, if a girl, to the 
state industrial school for girls.”

Cemetery Committee for 3 years, 3 Fence Viewers for 1 year, 1 
Tree Warden for 1 year; also on the same ballot to answei the 
following question: ‘‘Shall license for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors be granted in this Town?” ‘Yes’ or‘‘No.” Polls to be 
opened at 10 o’clock A. M. and may be closed at 2 o’clock P. M. 
“Articire 3. To hear the reports of the several Town Ofii- 
cers. 
ARTICLE 4. To see what sums of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the following purposes: Ist, sup- 
port of schools, including books, supplies, incidentals, transpor- 
tation of scholars, and salary of Superintendent of Schools; 
2nd, highways and bridges, railings and guide boards; 3rd, sup- 
port of the poor; 4th, repair of Town buildings; 5th, inciden- 
talitems; 6th, printing; 7th, interest on Town debt; 8th, to 
pay Town debt; 9th, pay of Town officers; 10th, repairs in the 
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cemeteries; 11th, Decoration Day; 12th, Public library; 13th, 
indigent soldiers’ aid; 14th, ‘care of tramps; 15th, use of the 
tree warden; 16th, emergency fund.

To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
school house at Crook’s Corner, and add two rooms under the 
same, or in some manner increase the seating capacity to accom- 
modate the pupils who attend this school, and vote to raise a suf- 
ficient sum of money to build and furnish the same. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of one hundred dollars for the sole purpose of cutting 
bushes in the highways. |
